THE ARMED FORCES HEADQUAURTERS CIVIL 
SERVICE (PROMOTION TO JOINT DIRECTOR) 
REGULATIONS, 1972. 

S.R.O. 114.— In pursuance of sub-rule (2) of rule 11 
of the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service Rules, 
1968, the Central Government, in consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission, hereby makc3 the 
following regulations, namely. — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These regu- 
lations may be called the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Civil Service (Promotion to Joint Director) Regula- 
tions, 1972. 

(’2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — (T ) In these regulations, unless the 
context otherwise requires, — 

(a) “eligible officer” means an officer eligible to be 
considered for appointment to the Grade of 
Joint Director referred to in the Third 
Schedule to the rules, as on the 1st October 
of the year in which the Select List is pre- 
pared; 

(b) “field of selection” means the list of eligible 
officers arranged in the order of their seniority, 
from which a selection shall be made for 
Inclusion in the Select List;

(c) “rules” means the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Civil Service Rules, 1968; 

(d> “Select List” means the list of eligible 
officers considered fit for appointment to the 
Grade of Joint Director and prepared in 
accordance with regulation 4; 

(e) “Selection Board” means a Board constituted 
in accordance with regulation 3. 

(2) All other words and expressions used in these 
regulations and; not defined herein shall have the 
meanings respectively assigned to them in the rules. 

3. Constitution of the Selection Board. — (l) The 

Central Government shall constitute a Selection Board 
for making selections for promotion to the Grade of 
Joint Director, which shall comprise — 

(i) the Chairman or a Member of the Commission; 

(ii) Joint Secretary in-charge of Armed Forces 
Headquarters civilian establishment, Ministry 
of Defence; 

(ill) three Principal Staff Officers to represent 
Army Headquarters, Naval Headquarters and 
Air Headquarters; 

(iv) Chief Administrative Officer, Ministry of 
Defence. 

(2) The Chairman or a Member of the Commission 
shall preside at all meetings of the Selection Board. 
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4. Preparation of the Select List. — (II Select List for 
promotion to the Grade of Joint Director shall toe pre- 
pared at least once every year if on the 1st October 
of the year the number of officers included in the 
Select List of that Grade is below the strength deter- 
mined under sub-regulation (2). 

(2) The strength of officers to be included in the 
Select List for the Grade of Joint Director shall be 
determined from time to time by the Central Govern- 
ment. 

(3) The names of officers who fulfil the eligibility 
conditions prescribed for promotion to the Grade of 
Joint Director shall be arranged in a single seniority 
list. 

(4) The field of selection shall ordinarily extend 
from three to five times the number of officers to be 
included in the Select List, as may be decided by the 
Selection Board.

(5) The Selection Board shall classify such of the 
officers included in the field of selection as are con- 
sidered fit for appointment to the Grade of Joint 
Director as ‘'Outstanding”, “Very Good” or “Good”, on 
the basis of merit. 

Note. — While considering the cases of officers 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes, the Selection Board shall be guided by such 
instructions as may be issued by the Central Govern- 
ment from time to time, 

(0) The recommendations of the Selection Board 
referred to in regulation 3, together with up-to-date 
confidential records of the concerned officers and such 
other information as may be relevant shall be for- 
warded to the Commission for their advice, unless such 
reference is not necessary under the Union Public 
Service Commission (Exemption from Consultation) 
Regulations, 1958. 

(7) Subject to the orders of the Central Govern- 
ment, the recommendations of the Commission as 
regards classification shall be accepted. 

(8) The Select List shall be prepared by including 
the required number of names first from amongst the 
officers classified as “Outstanding”, then from amongst 
those similarly classified as “Very Good” and there- 
after from amongst those similarly classified as “Gopd”. 
The names shall be arranged inter se within each 
category in the order of their seniority.
